4. A second feature of the period ia the refusal of the highest 
authorities in the Nazi Pi^rty to face the real possibility of defeat. 
To mention such a possibility in the Fuehrer’s entourage was to court 
execution. The ix&hibitlYe effect of this unreal atmosphere has been 
mentioned by several competent sources. SCHELLSNBERG has stated that 
MaJ. Gen. von GEHLEN drew up careful plans for resistance based on a 
study of the Polish Resistance Movement, and that these vere rejected 
out of hand by HIKILER as evidence of defeatism. SCHELLENBSRG fU2>- 
ther states that in February 1945 general staff officers received a 
a circular reminding them of the severe penalties for defeatism, and 
narairig three general staff officers v^o had been shot for this crime. 
To plan resistance after defeat is a large and difficult task; to do 
so when the conception and vocabulary of defeat are forbidden under 
pain of death Is impossible.
